Shrewd capitalists saw the opportunities to make money of- 
fered by these conditions under the old charter and grasped them. 
Shrewd politicians saw the opportunity to make money by elect- 
ing corrupt or subservient men to office who would sell municipal 
franchises to capitalists and promoters. 

Alliances between shrewd capitalists, corrupt political bosses 
and official boodlers plundered and oppressed the people of St. 
Louis for years. 


~ VERY St. Louisan of voting age knows what Butlerism was 
and what it meant to St. Louis. Every adult St. Louisan 
knows what a boodle combine“ is. It is a familiar phrase in this 
city and has a baleful significance.. To offset the limitation of the 
people’s power the framers of the old charter diffused power and 
responsibility among public officials. 

So combines were formed by political bosses— boodle 
bosses’ ’’ the Post-Dispatch called them—to put over franchises 
- and other robber ordinances as to block remedial measures. Some- 
times the combines were in the Council; sometimes in the House of 
Delegates; sometimes in both the Council and House. Sometimes 
they included executives and legislators. These combines en- 
forced their will by controlling the Mayor and legislative ma- 
jcrities in.both chambers, or by refusing to permit any city busi- 
ness to be transacted until their will was agreed to. 

The late Boss Butler publicly boasted of his power to organize 
boodle combines and of his ability to buy any privilege he wanted 
for himself and his friends. He flaunted openly his power to 
plunder St. Louis and laughed at the helplessness of the people. 

The charter made the people helpless to stop or defeat a boodle 
deal or to remove the rascals who sold out the city. 


2 Post-Dispatch could name a score of men, wealthy, re- 

spectable and influential, who made fortunes through boodle 
deals. They supplied the money to bribe officials. Boards of 
Directors of public utility corporations set aside secret funds for 
boodle deals to get additional privileges or to defeat measures 
which threatened to deprive them of privileges and profits. It was 
customary for the wealthy and respectable beneficiaries of these 
corrupt plundering deals to ease their consciences by pretending 
that they did not know to what use their corruption funds were 
put. They did not see the money paid. 


The boodle prosecutions of Circuit Attorney Folk exposed the 


methods by which the city was plundered and the helplessness of 
the people under the old charter to prevent the robbery. 

Mr. Folk exposed two flagrant deals He confirmed the 
facts, which the Post-Dispatch had previously published, of the 
sale of the Central Traction franchise to several financial ad- 
venturers for $250,000.. This franchise was sold by the original 
thieves to a syndicate for $1,250,000. It became the foundation of 
the present street railway monopoly. It was the means by which

statute of limitations, but the-eity is still suffering the consequences 
of their rascality through the water-sogged, inadequate, but de- 
fiant, United Railways. 

Mr. Folk exposed the Suburban deal by which valuable fran- 
chises were to be sold by a boodle combine for $175,000. This deal 
was defeated by exposure, but the people would have been help- 
less under the charter to defeat it otherwise or to prevent its con- 
Sequences. 

The public service corporations through their political agents, 
the party bosses, have controlled the party organizations and the 
elections. They have controlled the city government by corrupt- 
ing the political parties and debauching the ballot box. 


HE old charter was passed by fraud and for at least 30 years 
after its adoption municipal candidates were named by 
caucuses of bosses and were elected by fraud. It was difficult in 
the extreme to defeat any candidate the public service corporations 
wanted, or to elect any candidate they did not want. 

It was impossible for the people to prevent the consequences 
of the election of corrupt or subservient men. They conld not 
stop boodle deals, or vicious legislation of any kind. They Muld not 
pass needed legislation. They could not remove dishonest or unfit 
officials. 

The people were helpless to enforce their will. The charter 
gave them no power to do it. . 


FEW instances selected out of many illustrate the helpless- 
ness of the people under the old charter. 

For a generation the Terminal Railway Association 
has handicapped St. Louis commerce and hampered the 
city’s growth by grossly unjust charges. It made the 
Mississippi River a Chinese wall and charged heavy tolls 
on all St. Louis commerce passing it. 

St. Louisans have known this, yet the Terminal 
monopoly has defied them. It has through the power 
and influence of the railroads and the interests allied 
with them frequently controlled the city government and 
has obtained almost all it wanted. Occasionally public 
indignation has been so great and public sentiment so 
aroused that the official tools of the Terminal were 
afraid to do its will. It was only by tremendous effort 
that the people of St. Louis have been able to keep the 
Terminal from taking everything it wanted to complete 
its oppressive monopoly. 

Twice the city has tried to break the Terminal 
monopoly. Once, because the-city could not under the 
charter construct, own or operate a terminal railway, the 
people gave bridge and terminal franchises to a private 
corporation organized by a group of leading citizens. 
The bridge and richly equipped Terminal system were 
sold to the Terminal monopoly. 

The second time the people authorized the building 
of a free municipal bridge. 

The unfinished free bridge is a monument to the 
helplessness of the people and the ineffictency of the 
city government.

It is readily seen that this system 
lg dangerous to the public good, since the House 
has ceased to be a deliberative body. Even the 
Speaker is powerless to aid in the matter, because 
he, too, is bound «qually with every other mem- 
ber under this rule. 

“Sometimes an able popular member can get 
unanimous consent. Hence, again the necessity 
of keeping on good terms with the members. It 
necessarily follows that an assault upon the rules

three of these to make a good legislator—or 
establish the rule in every state of confirming 
each member to a given number of terms. 

“If the member, however, does not display 
leadership in six or eight years, his constituents 
must realize that he will never display it. Most 
men fail to become leaders through lack of abil- 
ity, effort or a lack of confidence in themselves, 

The present Congress is wonderfully strong 
in morals, temperance and ability, but equally 
weak in moral courage and independence, largely 
due to the atmosphere and system in which we 
move. A member dreads the necessity of going 
up against even an opposition in his own delega- 
tion, to say nothing of opposing the President. 
It is readily seen that if all the members from 
one State vote the same way there can be no issue 
on that question raised in the State, but if one 
or more vote differently it flustrates his col- 
leagues, because when he sends out his speeches 
and the Record defending his position it raises 
an issue which, however right to them it may 
appear, disturbs their political peace. The situa- 
tion spurs on the member invariably to move 
along the line of ‘least resistance,’ and this is 
why reforms are not worked from within Congress 
but must come from without. 

“The greatest evil in Congress is absenteeism. 
One member during the five months’ special ses- 
sion of the present Congress was present at 15 
roll calls. This evil of absenteeism is not con- 
fined alone to absence from Washington, but ab- 
sence from the House in Washington. The Rec- 
ord might show the member answering every roll 
call, though he may have had nothing to do with 
the legislation. It takes 50 minutes to call the 
roll. Many of the members are over at their 
offices during the entire sitting of Congress, and 
in the event an amendment is offered to a com- 
mittee report and if the committee be defeated, 
the chairman of the committee invokes a call of 
the House and a roll call upon the question, 
whereupon the gong rings throughout the offices 
and public buildings. The absent member rises 
from his desk, walks over and asks someone 
which way the committee is voting and casts his 
vote that way. So it is impossible almost to de- 
feat or even amend the committee report. This 
is the reason why nearly all legislation in Con- 
gress is done by commit 


Foolish to Fight Committees. 
“MI EMBERS should be present when bills 


are considered. The man who at- 

tempts to defeat a committee report 
is almost driving against destiny, and this sys- 
tem is productive of the greatest evil in our legis- 
lative system. One would answer, you ought to 
pass a law to compel members to be present. I 
reply that if you could pass the law the mem- 
bers would be present. 

“There is only one way to correct this evil, 
and that is for a public demand to be raised 
throughout the United States commanding mem- 
bers to be present when bills are under consider- 
ation. I grant you that during general debate 
there is no harm in being absent, and herein 
again is where the member shirks the respon- 
sibility of rendering himself unpopular with the 
organization and his fellow members by an effort 
to correct an evil which he recognizes and great- 
ly regrets to see. 

“There are many things about Congress of 
which nearly everybody is ignorant. For in- 
stance, the cost of printing all speeches printed 
separate from the Record is pald for by the 
member. I paid $250 for my speech on inter- 
vention in Mexico’ last year. This was necessary 
to give publicity, as well as to explain my posi- 
tion, at a time when the people were prone. to

How Sir William Willcocks, One 
of the World’s Most Distin- 
guished Engineers and One of 
the Few Living Men Men- 
tioned in the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, Visited Our City 
Without Being Captured and 
Dined by Any of Our Civic 
Organizations.

T. LOUIS had a distinguished visitor Wednes- 
day, whom, if his presence had been known, 
the City Club and the Business Men's 

League might have scrambled to entertain with 
the customary luncheon honors, and whom the 
Engineers’ Club might have insisted on taking 
away from them both. 

Sir William Willcocks, builder of the great Nile 
dam at Assuan, Egypt, and one of the world’s 
foremost engineers, who was knighted by King 
Edward VII for his achievements in irrigation 


and reclamation, is not only named in the inter- 
national Who’s Who, but is one of the compara- 
tively few living men whose names appear in the 
Encylopedia Britannica. He spent Wednesday 
morning in St. Louls, on his return from a month's 
survey of the Federal Government’s irrigation 
and drainage projects in the Southwest. This 
survey was made in behalf of the Department of 
the Interior, on a commission from Secretary 
Lane, and Sir William was accompanied by W. 
A. Ryan, Controller of Reclamation in the In- 
terior Department. 

Sir William thought our “trams” abominably 
noisy, and compared our midday heat somewhat 
unfavorably with that of the Nile Valley. He 
was thoroughly interested in just one thing that 
St. Louis has to show—the Mississippi River. 
His regret, in leaving on a noon train for Wash- 
ington, was not that he had failed to see Art 
Hill or Portland place or Pestalozzi street, but 
that he had not had time to ride up the Mis- 
sissippi to its junction with the Missouri River. 

The splotchy confluence, which St. Louis pas- 
sengers on excursion steamers hardly pause in 
their dancing to look at, but which an early 
French explorer declared to be one of the grand- 
est sights of nature, was included in Sir Wil- 
liams’ sightseeing plans for the morning. He 
was disappointed to learn that it was not within 
the city limits and could not be visited in the two 
and a half hours remaining before his train. 


“You Americans Are Slaves.” 

RIDE to East St. Louis, to see a part of 
A the east side levee and drainage system, 

was the only excursion of interest to Sir 
William which could be proposed for the time 
available. As the visitor sat in his room at the 
American Hotel, waiting for the car which Ryan 
had ordered, and telling me of his observations 
in the Southwest, the telephone bell rang. Sir 
William went on talking. 

As he finished a sentence, the bell was still 
ringing, and I waited for him to answer the call 
before asking another question. He saw me 
looking at the instrument on the wall. 


“I don’t pay the slightest attention to that,” 
he remarked serenely. “Why must I get up and 


talk into the telephone because someone chooses 


to ring the bell? You Americans call yourselves 
free, but you're the greatest slaves I’ve seen. 
You have no powerful national enemies to worry 
you, so your people take it out in worrying each 
other. 

“Give me an autocratic Government, where the 
people aren’t bothered with details of adminis- 
tration and where nobody tries to keep you from 
eating, drinking and living as you wish to. 

“Why, a half-dozen times, in traveling over the 
United States, I've been suddenly deprived of my 
customary bottle of stout, because of some local 
regulation or other, until now I’ve learned to car- 
ry it with me. Some of your good folks in this 
country are like the Puritans, who made every- 
body so righteous that, after Charles II came to 
the throne, England took a 10 years’ debauch, as 
a natural reaction.” 

I reminded Sir William that he might find the 
same annoyances under his own flag in some 
parts of Canada, and that “Abolish the bar” is 
the issue of a general election in the Province 
of Ontario this month. 

“Perhaps so,” he replied. ‘They may be doing 
it in Britain too. Britain is going in for democ- 
racy, and some of us think she’s imperiling her 
empire. My home is in Egypt. I have lived 
practically all my life there and in India, and I 
am returning to Egypt now to spend the rest of 
my life, following my retirement from active 
service.” Sir William is 62 years old. 

And when I asked Sir William, a few minutes 
later, his views on the Mexican problem, he an- 
swered from Egyptian history, or rather from 
Anglo-Egyptian history. 

“Egypt, in 1882,” he said, “had a land problem 
like Mexico’s, and the dissatisfaction with the 
Government was as great as it has been in Mexico. 
Taxes were exorbitant, and the Government, by 
demanding the taxes before the crops were har- 
vested, forced the people into the grasp of usurers. 

“Gladstone was a man of high ideals—such a 
man as President Wilson. He said, in reply to 
the demands of business interests, that he would 
not move his hand to help the owners of 150,000,- 
000 pounds sterling in Egypt. But he did see 
that the people of Egypt needed help, and in the 
cause of humanity he intervened to give them the 
government they needed. Today the Egyptian

WILLCOCKS’ DAM THE 
GREATEST IN 
WORLD 


HE Assuan dam, built by William 
Willcocks at the head of the first 
Nile cataract, ia considered the 
greatest engineering work of its kind in 
the world. It is 6400 feet long, 1750 
feet longer than the Mississippi River 
dam built by Hugh L. Cooper at Neo- 
u, Io. The Asemuan dam its for irriga- 
tion, as the Keokuk dam is for water 
power. Its reservoir has a capacity of 
three and three-fourths trillion cubio 
feet of water, and creates a lake extend- 
ing up the valley for 200 miles. It cost 
two million pounds sterling ($10,000,- 
000), and was four years under con- 
struction. After its completion in 
1902, he was created a Knight Com- 
mander of St. Michael and St. George by 
King Edward VII. 

Sir Wiltlliam’s life has been given to 
the work of reclaiming the desert, and 
he declares that he considers that work 
one of the greatest toward which any 
man’s ambition can be directed. He is 
about to retire from active service, at 
the age of G2 years, and he intends, 
after spending the remainder of this 
summer in Switzerland, to return to 
Egypt, there to live for the remainder of 


his days. } | 


Adam, and he was dissatisfied with Paradise 
But the Egyptian people have more prosperity and 
greater individual opportunity than they ever 
had before. 

“I don’t say that Mr. Wilson’s duty toward 
Mexico is the same that Gladstone’s was towards 
Egypt. That is a matter for him to determine 
and for the American people. International con- 
ditions are different in this part of the world. 
With her interest in the Suez Canal, England 
could not leave Egypt lying loose, or she might 
have seen some rival power take it. So she had 
to establish a protectorate, from which Egypt has 
received most of the benefit, and which has been, 
so far, an element of weakness rather than of 
strength in the empire.”

ASQUITH’S RADICAL CONFESSION. 

New York World: From Premier Asquith the 
deputation of East End working women that he 
received at Downing street had no reason to hope 
that he would pledge the Government to father a 
bill granting the vote to women. He has been 
an avowed anti-suffragist to everybody’s knowl- 
edge, and the Cabinet is divided on the issue. 
But the working women drew from him the con- 
soling admission that “if the change has to come, 
we must give the vote to women on the same 
terms as men.” 

Even Mrs. Pankhurst and other militants, when 
they agreed to compromise on the conciliation 
bill, were willing to barter away the interests 
of the great mass of women for the benefit of a 
limited class. The extension of the parliamentary 
franchise to women qualified under existing laws 
tc vote in municipal elections would have affect- 
ec only about 1,000,000 women, a small fraction 
of the whole number of male voters. Only on 
the ground that it might serve as an entering 
wedge could woman suffragists excuse their sup- 
port of such a measure. Professedly, they were 
fighting for the priticiple of equality with men 
at the polls. Practically, they were abandoning 
their principles on the chance that special privi- 
leges should be secured for a relatively small 
number. 7 

It is curious that this lesson in democracy to 
the advocates of woman suffrage should come 
from a determined anti-suffragist like Mr. As-

T he Mexican Problem to Date 


OUR RESPONSIBILITY. 

Philadelphia Record: There is nobody to me- 
diate between the opposing sides in Mexico’s in- 
ternal conflict unless this Government formally 
assumes the role, as it has already done in fact. 
This is the end sought in the representations 
which have been made to the Constitutionalist 
junta at Washington, to Gen. Carranza at Saltil- 
lo and perhaps even to Gen. Villa. If Constitu- 
tionalist delegates should be sent to Niagara Falls 
there would be two mediations simultaneously 
proceeding at that place, one concerning Mex- 
ico’s domestic affairs, with the United States 
acting the part of mediator, while the A B C 
Powers would adjust the international questions 
and; perhaps, reduce the complete results of the 
conference to a general peace protocol. This 
would be a roundabout way to all-around agree- 
ment, but it would serve. And it looks as if it 
might succeed. 


THE ONLY CURE. 

Detroit News: It would be a simple matter to 
consent to the seatinz of a President who would 
be acceptable to the Huerta delegates, to accord 
him the recognition of this Government and wash 
our hands of the whole matter, but this would 
merely insure the indefinite continuance of dis- 
order. The Government of the United States 
seeks a cure of the political conditions, not a 
palliative administered to avoid neighborly re- 
sponsibility. The only cure lies in the selection 
of some man who can command the confidence 
of the discordant elements and who will make a 
serious attempt to reform the land laws and sys- 
tem of taxation that are the basis of all the 


trouble. 


WHAT ABOUT VERA CRUZ? 

Washington Herald: Having sent troops to 
Mexico, the President may withdraw them, leav- 
ing the situation as it was before the flag in- 
cident at Tampico; but the power to declare war 
rests with Congress. He may not use the troops 
now in Vera Cruz for the pacification of Mexico 
by force. Nor can he afford even to risk giving 
Huerta opportunity to force hostilities by sudden 
action to further his own ends. 

The President’s situation is delicate in the ex- 
treme. As it now stands, it will be within 
Huerta’s power to force a battle at Vera Cruz 
the moment mediation collapses, if it does col- 
lapse. Our army is there for him to shoot at, if 
in his desperation such a course appeals to him; 
and thus more American blood may be shed over 
the internal troubles of Mexico, with which this 
country should not be concerned. Obviously, the 
President cannot appeal to Congress to declare 
war while mediation is still in progress, and 
when it ends in failure this grave question may 
be determined for us by Huerta. 


VILLA OR CARANZA. 

Cleveland Leader: Is Villa to be supported 
by. Mr. Bryan and Mr. Wilson or will they stick 
to the less formidable Carranza because he has a 
better title than Villa, in everything except force? 
This choice is evidently near. The differences 
between the two Mexicans are too deep to be 
healed though they may be patched up for the 
day and covered on the surface. In the light of 
what has fiappened, is it possible to imagine 
Villa and Carranza amicably sharing the spoils 
and the glory after the fall of Mexico City and 
the complete triumph of the revolution? 


NOT HOPELESS YET. 

New York Evening Post: There may fairly 
be said to be in the United States today hardly 
the glimmerings of a war-like spirit against Mex- 
ico. Now, in this age and day, when two coun- 
tries honestly want peace, they get it. Japan 


and Russia each e sought peace at Ports- 
mouth in 1905. That was the reason they came 
finally and unexpectedly to an agreement. The 
Prophecies of failure were then more numerous 
and positive than they are today. Nearly all the 
English correspondents informed their newspa- 
pers that a fiasco was certain. Only 24 hours 
before the treaty of peace was announced, Mr. 
G. W. Smalley cabled a column from Portsmouth 
to the London Times, absolutely asserting the 
breakdown of the negotiations, and declaring 
that the war would be renewed. Today’s pess- 
imism about Niagara may be similarly dissipated. 


AFTER ZACATECAS. 


Washington Times: After Zacatecas and San 
Louis Potosi, then, there will be nothing to stop 
Villa’s march to Mexico City. It is possible that 
this actual entrance into the city, over the roads 
and causeways that lead to it across the marshes 
and partially drained lakes, may be a considera- 
ble time delayed; but this can mean only annoy- 
ance, not effective opposition. It is the history of 
Mexican revolts that the fighting doesn’t get into 
the capital; it has always been vacated in time 
to prevent the terror of a city battle. 

We will know, after Zacatecas, just how des- 
perate Huerta can act; whether he will play the 
madman, or try to get away with his life and 
perhaps a pot of money. His chance of escape 
with his neck will be very bad if Villa gets hold 
of him; and there is small likelihood that Wash- 
ington will intervene in his behalf. 


NO PEACE IN SIGHT. 


Washington Post: The prospect of pacifying 
Mexico by means of mediation is as remote as 
ever. Huerta and Villa cannot be made to agree 
upon anything but warfare. The mediators may 
discuss the names of neutrals and Constitution- 
alists, but the decision rests with the men in the 
field. The substitution of Angeles for Carranza 
and his acceptance by the United States as a 
suitable provisional President will have no effect 
upon Huerta, and therefore no progress toward 
peace has been made by the elimination of Car- 
ranza. 

Evidently the Mexican tragedy must continue, 
so long as the United States will not intervene 
to stop the flow of blood. While the Americans 
talk the Mexieans fight.

EFFECTS IN BRIEF. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: The outcome ap- 
pears to be chiefly important in that it sustains 
the long and short haul clause and reasserts and 
broadens the discretionary authority of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. In that sense it 
makes the commission a still more powerful reg- 
ulative agency of Congress in the supervision 
of commerce between the states. The technical 
protests of transportation companies and the ir- 
reconcilable complaints of competitive cities are 
equally unavailing as long as the commission un- 
certakes merely to establish just rates for serv- 
ice and without arbitrary discrimination. 

In declaring oil pipe lines employed in trans- 
porting between states the product of others than 
their owners to be common carriers the- Court, 
by upholding the law, at last gratifies independent 
producers and the outside public. The decision 
makes regulation practicable and necessarily that 
brings carrying rates into control. 

In the California mineral lands cases, where 
petroleum rights were involved, the decision is 
in favor of the Southern Pacific and allied rail- 
roads for property of enormous value. In this 
affair the Government slept on its rights and thus 
lost them; and so the private litigants in this 
action were defeated, 


PROTECTS INNOCENT HOLDERS. 
Pittsburg Dispatch: The decision rests main- 
ly on the inconveniences and injury to land titles 
if the clause were held to be still valid. Much 
of the land has been sold, some of it perhaps 
half a dozen times, and the present holders, hav- 


ing developed it, would, if the land were taken

PARIS, June 27.—Mrs. Potter Palmer achieved 
one of the greatest social triumphs of her long 
career when she gave a reception a few days ago 
ac her Paris mansion for the Duchess of Vendome, 
the wife of the Bourbon Prince, whose mother was 
the ill-fated Duchess d’Alencon, who lost her life 
in the Paris Bazar fire of 1897. 


Unlike her brother, King Albert of the Bel- 
giane, the Duchess of Vendome is not democratic 
and she has carefully avoided being identificd 
with the international hostesses of American 
birth who entertain so lavishly in Paris. Mrs. 
Potter Palmer has scored where numerous other 
American women have failed. 


The reception was hardly less notable for the 
presence of Infanta Muylalia of Spain. It is now 
20 years since that historic occasion at the Chi- 
cago World's Fair, when the Infanta, the official 
representative of Spain, turned her back upon 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, as the head of the Board of 
Women Managers. 


“I will not meet the wife of an innkeeper,” said 
the proud Spanish Princess, in a voice loud 
enough to be heard by dozens of persons, thereby 
creating the one sensation of the fair. It re- 
mained as a permanent source of hostility be- 
tween the two women. 


Afterwards, acting as hostess for the late King 
Edward at Biarritz, in Spain, Mrs. Palmer had 
ample satisfaction because the Infanta was then 
not in favor at the court of her nephew, King 
Alfonso, who was not in a positon to be accepted 
by the hostess to royalty in Spanish territory. 
But in the 20 years since the Chicago meeting,

She belongs 
to that world of Faubourg St. Germain which still 
remains practically closed to Americans. Like 
her sister, Josephine, the wife of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s cousin, Prince Charles of Hohenzollern, the 
Duchess of Vendome is a quiet, domestic woman, 
who likes to stay at home and look after her 
children and who, as a devoted Catholic, takes a 
great deal of time for attendance at church. She 
has four children, three daughters, ranging in 
age from 12 to 18, and a son of 9, Prince Charles, 
Duke of Nemours. 


Her husband is contented with a modest estab- 
lishment out at Neuilly, near Paris—a small 
house, furnished artistically, which might belong 
to a fairly prosperous painter or sculptor, but 
which no one would think was the abode of roy- 
alty. He and his wife have also an equally mod- 
est establishment in England, at Wimbledon, 
near London, which the Duke possesses as an 
inheritance from the time when Bourbons as well 
as the Orleanists and the Bonapartes were not 
allowed to live in France. The English residence, 
however, is seldom occupied by the Duke and 
Duchess. They have a chateau in the Tyrol and 
they divide their time between it and the little 
place at Neuilly.

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FOUR HARMFUL 
FLIES IN ST. LOUIS 


Following the Trapping of 5,- 
000,000, Health Officer Is. 
sues Descriptive Bulletin. 


EACH VARIETY EXPLAINED 
House Fly, the Least Vicious, 
Likely to Cause Death in 
Family Any Time. 


A catalogue of the flies has been is- 
sued by Dr. G. A. Jordan, Assistant 
Health Commissioner. It déscribes the 
different kinds of flies which the Health 
Department found in its collection of 
some 6,000,000 caught in traps within 
the last month. 

The information prepared by Dr. Jor- 
dan appears in the latest bulletin of the 
Health Department. He gays there are 
tour varieties of the pests in St. Louis, 
as shown by close inspection. The most 
coramon and the most dangerous type, 
he said, is the house fly. The bulletin 
continues: 

“The common house fly lights on dead 
carcasses and loathsome masses and 
then flies to the cream pitcher. And 
there its presence may mean a funeral in 
the family. | 

“It carries germs of typhoid, dysen- 
tery, diphtheria, infantile paralysis and 
tuberculosis. The house fly does not 
bite. It simply sucks at the skin. But 
it conveys the deadly germs on its feet 
and body. 

“On the contrary, its relative, 
horse or stable fly, is a vicious biter. It 
carries infe@tion from any animal or hu- 
man being that may have disease. In 
addition to the diseases which the com- 
mon house fly transmits the stable fly 
adds every disease found in the blood, 
including erysipelas, scarlet fever and 
typhoid. 

“The blue bottle fly does it work by 
lighting on dead animals or decomposing 
matter and then lighting on food. It 
lays its eggs on méat and foodstuffs, 
which the housefly does not usually do. 

“The venomous little green fly that 
carries infantile paralysis from limber- 
neck chickens was among the varieties 
found in the catch, a very inconspicuous 
insect, but as destructive to life as the 
bite of a cobra. 

“All these flies have one character- 
istic in common. They lack intelligence. 
They are easily caught in a properly 
constructed trap. The traps used by 
the department are the result of long 
experiment as to specifications. The 
traps we use are built on the principle 
that a fly must have a free pathway to 
the bait. After eating it will fly upward 
and reaching the sides of the cone will 
walk up to the opening and enter the 
trap. Then he is caught. No fly seems to 
have the brains to find that opening 
again and few flies ever walk down- 
hill. 

The traps now coming into use are 
proving they can make St. Louis a fly- 
less city if all will co-operate.’’

Bitter Will Contest Cost Estate 
of Benjamin Harta 


Small Fortune. 
NEW YORK, June 27.—The United 
States Trust Co. filed its final account- 
ing yesterday of the estate of Benja- 
min Hart, who made his fortune in New 
York as an old clothes” man and died 
in Paris worth $1,500,000. The account- 
ing shows that though the estate was 
put to great expense defending the will, 
there remains $1,418,738,98, all in munici- 
pal and industrial bonds. 
When Hart’s will was offered for pro- 
bate, early in 1910, it was contested, ow- 
ing to Hart not being a resident of the 
United States and therefore his heirs 
could not have a will probated here. A 
letter from Hart was produced in which 
he had written he did not want to be a 
eltizen of this country and hated Ted- 
dy” Roosevelt.

SEAMAN ESCORTED 
OUT OF ANNAPOLIS, 
FIRED IN DISGRACE 


Mississippian Convicted of Im- 
personating Another in Ex- 
amination Is Discharged. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 27.—M. P. 
Harris of Mississippi, a young enlisted 
man in the navy. tonight was escorted 
to the boundaries of the Government 
reservation at Annapolis and there dis- 
honorably discharged from the service 
because he had impersonated another 
man in ah examination for admission 
to the naval academy as a midshipman. 

Harris won a designation from United 
States Senator Williams to take the 
entrance tests under a new plan of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels, on the part 
ot enlisted men. He passed the tests 
and later took the place of T. B. Longre, 
also of Mississippi, and passed the first 
examination for him in Virginia. When 
Longre appeared at the Naval Academy 
to take the physical test the deception 
was discovered because his handwriting 
did not agree with that in the first ex- 
amination papers. 

Although kept in ignorance of the 
investigation by the academy authori- 
ties and told that he was suffering from 
a slight physical defect, Longre left 
Annapolis when publicity was given 
to the affair and did not return. 

The Naval Academy authorities recom- 
mended a court martial for Harris, but 
the ruling of the Secretary of the Navy 
for dishonorable discharge. Harris 
had been a prisoner aboard the prison 
ship Reina Mercedes since the discovery 
of guilt.

That Colonel Must Quit Work 
to Avoid Breakdown. 


HAS ENLARGED - SPLEEN 


Progressive Leader Will Con- 
duct Campaign From Home, 
Won't Give Up All Duties. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—All existing 
doubt as to the health of Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt was in a large measure dis- 
posed of today, and tonight his inti- 
mate friends and members of his family 
agreed that only a four months’ rest 
cure would save him from a physical 
breakdown. 

At Oyster Bay it was said that the 
condition of the Colonel almost surely 
would eliminate him as a possible can- 
didate for Governor of ,New York. 

The conclusion that his condition was 
bad, if not really seriously, was reached 
following a most thorough examination 
made of him on Friday night by Dr. 
Alexander Lambert and the official an- 
nouncement followed that Mr. Roosevelt 
is an ill man, his spleen having become 
enlarged as a result of malaria von- 
tracted in the Brazilian jungles. The 
examination also showed a weakening 
in vitality. 

Diagnosis Made in Secrecy. 

The examination took place at Saga- 
more Hill, Dr. Lambert motoring from 
New York and employing secrecy in his 
visit. Dr. Lambert prescribed absolute 
rest for July, August, September and 
October, warning the Colonel that only 
auch care can possibly restore him to 
health. 

It was explained that an enlarged 
spleen frequently accompanied maiaria 
and that rest and quiet were the only 


eure for such a condition. 


On the heels of Dr. Lambert's diag- 
nosis and advice it was decided to cur- 
tail the Colonel’s campaign work as 
much as possible where the interests of 
the Progressive party will not be en- 
dangered. 

The Colonel was urged to abandon his 
trip to Pittsburg next Tuesday, but he 
refused to consider this advice and is 
going. He explained that arrangements 
has been completed to receive him there 
and he doesn't feel that to abandon the 
trip would be justice to those who had 
prepared for his coming. 

It had been planned for him to make 
two speeches in Pittsburg, the first in 
Exposition Hall and the second at an 
overflow meeting in Machinery Hall. 
Because of the Colonel’s weakened con- 
dition, the second speech will not be 
made. 

Colonel Roosevelt returned from a 
horseback ride this evening at 6 o’clock 
and, stauding on the porch of his home 
in his khaki riding suit, he looked much 
like the Rocsevelt of old, except to 
those who have long known him. A 
critical examination of his appearance 
showed that his neck was thinning and 
he has aged. But his manner was just 
as buoyant and his laugh as hearty and 
ready as before he went to Brazil. 

“I think the doctor takes too gloomy 
a view of my condition,” he safd. He 
urges me to take a rest of four months. 
That would be too long. The campaign 
practically would be over by that time.” 
He shook his head as though doing 
nothing for four months was simply 
out of the question. However, it is 
known that Col. Roosevelt will drop all 
heavy work for the present, although 
the campaign will be directed to a large 
extent from Sagamore Hill. It is not 
thought possible to keep him resting 
after the campaign gets going in ear- 
nest, and in the early fall it is believed 
he will plunge in. 

While he is resting during the pre- 
Uminaries of the campaign the work in 
New York State will be in the hands of 
Thevdore Douglas Robinson, the Pro- 
gressive State chairman, who is the 
Colonel's nephew, and Francis W. Bird. 
New York county chairman. 

Heavy Work Taken by Others. 

The preliminaries in the national cam- 
paign will be arranged by Represefita- 
tive Weinbaugh of Illinois, while each 
state chairman will do the heavy work 
of getting the ball rolling. 

Col. Roosevelt had expected to go to 
California and take active part in the 
campaign there. This trip had been 
planned for the near future. A wire was 
sent yesterday to the Progressive lead- 
ers on the Coast, telling them of the 
Colonel’s condition. 

Word came back that he could be 
spared and the Western trip was aban- 
doned at once. 

At the same time the Progressive 
leaders of the State and nation were 
informed of the Colonel's condition. It 
was explained to them that his mind 
must be kept off business and political 
affairs.|

The suffragist amendment is the first 
to be submitted this year by the ini- 
tiative. Four others have been sub- 
mitted by referendum and eight were 
submitted by the Legislature. 


When the list is completed the Sec- 
retary of State wil! certify them to 
the county clerks, advertise them in 
the newspapers and they will be sub- 
mitted to the voters at the polls. 


St. Louis Delegation Carry Pennants 
on Trip to Capital. 

Armed with signatures of thousands 
of voters, indorsing the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment granting the 
vote to women in Missouri, eight suf- 
frage advocates left St. Louis for Jef- 
ferson City yesterday morning, to pre- 
sent the petitions at the State Capitol. 

The signatures were obtained during 
a vigorous campaign of a year through- 
out the State, and represent a large 
excess over the required number. More 
than 10,000 were obtained in the three 
local districts. 

In the delegation were Mra. George 
Gellhorn, vice-president of the Equal 
Suffrage League; Mrs. Alice Curtice 
Moyer, secretary; Miss Charlotte Rum- 
bold, Mrs. Sarah Spraggon, Miss Mary 
Bulkley, Mrs. B. F. Burch, Miss Edna 
MoGrath and Mrs. Catherine Dalton.

WASHINGTON, June F. Woman 
suffragists representing their sisters in 
States descended on the Capito} 


again today seeking support from 
Speaker Clark told 
them that woman suffrage was as in- 
evitable as the rising of tomorrow's 
gun.“ 

Vice-President Marshall, pressed to 
make @ more definite stand on the 
question, naively intimated that his 
wife would not let him. Secretary 
Bryan, when waylaid by an enthusi- 
astic suffragist as he was wanding his 
way through the Capitol’s corridors to 
discuss affairs of state with a Senate 
committee, took refuge in the elevator. 
Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, president of 
the National Woman's Suffrage Ass0o- 
ciation; Jane Addams of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Desha Breckinridge of Kentucky, 
vice-presidents, pleaded their cause to 
both Vice-President Marshall and 
Speaker Clark. Mrs. Brevkinridge, a 
granddaughter of Henry Clay, said 
she hoped the Vice-President would 
help the Woman suffrage cause. The 
Vice-President interrupted: 

“I've got to remember my wife, and 
I don't want to get separated from 
her.“ 

This remark was interpreted by the 
suffragists to mean that Mrs. Marshall 
is opposed to the movement. 

Three Hundred Petitions, 

Mrs. Antoinette Funk of Chiéago said 
the delegation wanted their petitions 
sent to the Senators by messengers. 

“I will do that for ydéu,” said the 
Vice-President, and calling pages, he 
ordered that the petitions be distrib- 
uted. 

The women presented 800 petitions for 
woman suffrage in the form of reso- 
lutions adopted by suffrage organiza- 
tions and mass meetings at the time of 
the nation-wide demonstrations on May 
2 The suffragists requested that all 
petitions be laid before Congress be- 
fore July 8 The women explained that 
the petitions were strictly nonparti- 
san. The petitions ask for legislation 
which will “insure to women equal po- 
litical rights with men,” but do not 
advocate adoption of any particular 
pending measure. 

Dr. Shaw told both the Vice-President 
and the Speaker there was a demand for 
woman suffrage throughout the United 
Stateg. She said that, since the nation- 
wide suffrage demonstration on May 2 
she had attended the meeting of the In- 
ternational Council of Women at Rome, 
representing 7,000,000 women from wide- 
ly separated countries, and that, when 
a resolution for woman suffrage was 
presented there, every vote was cast in 
its favor. 

Suffrage Desire Universal, 
“This shows,” she said, that the de- 
sire for suffrage is not merely from this 
country, but from all over the world. 
The method of securing universal suf- 
frage state by state is too slow and, un- 
less we can get Congress to encourage 
the movement, it will be greatly delayed. 
Therefore, we are demanding that Con- 
gress shall pass some form of law. We 
are not stipulating what that law shall 
be, but we desire some law that will 
give the states the support of Con- 
gréss.”’ 

Miss Addams pointed out that in Chi- 
cago there were municipal questions of 
importance on which women voted. 
“More than one-third of those eligi- 
ble to vote,” she said, “have exercised 
that privilege. 

“If you women are going te run the 
world, I hope you will improve on the 
efforts of the men,” said Speaker Clark. 
“For 6000 years men have been trying to 
run the world and some think they have 
made a bad mess of it. My own judg- 
ment is that you can get results quicker 
through the states. At the rate you are 
going now, it looks to me as if you 
might get it in three, four or five years. 
My own position, and I might as well 
make that clear to you now, becauge I 
have to do it some time, is that I think 
women should vote. Whenever it is sub- 
mitted in Missouri I am going to vote 
for it.” 

Vote for the Best Men.” 
This is not because all women are fit- 
ted to vote and I may add that I would 
not like to say all men are fitted to vote. 
lf you ever do vote, I hope you will vote 
for the best principles and the best 
men.“ 

Dr. Shaw called Speaker Clark’s at- 
tention to the fact that under the int 
tiative and referendum the suffrage 
question was being submitted to the 
voters in Missouri today. A telegram 
was sent to Missouri suffrage leaders, 
informing them of what the Speaker 
had said. 

Miss Genevieve Clark, the Speaker's 
daughter, was one of the suffragists in 
the party. 1 
“Your father came across with his suf- 
trage support,” a friend suggested. Re 
wouldn't have dared come home if he 
hadn't.“ she smilingly replied.

ING's highway boulevard, ex- 
K tending from North St. Louis 
to South St. Louls, which 
was constructed by a bond issue 
against the property of all of St. 
Louis, will be completed within a 
short time. 
Real estate men offering proper- 
ty for sale on this boulevard in re- 
cent advertisements said: 


Every foot of property along 
this magnificent thoroughfare will 
advance rapidly in value.” 

The owners of the property will 
derive the principal benefits from 
the construction of the boulevard, 
but all of the people of the city, 
under the old charter, will have to 


pay their share of its cost. 


Under the proposed new charter 
only the property directly benefited 
will have to pay the cost of such 
improvements. The theory of the 
framers of the charter was that the 
people who derived the benefits 
from such improvements should 
pay the cost, and that those. people 
who derive no direct benefits should 
not be taxed. ; 

The proposed new charter will re- 
move the injustice of the burden of 
district improvements. Under the 
same system as provided in the new 
charter Kansas City has construct- 
ted the most magnificent boulevard 
system in the United States and 
the property owners who benefit- 
ted from Ahe improvements were 
only too glad to pay the cost. The 
boulevards increased the value of 
their property greatly in excess of 
the cost of the improvement.

Bureau Shows Rainfall Here 
Since March 31 Is 12 Inches 
Below Normal Average. 


MERCURY RISES TO 101 


Temperature Above 80 Degrees 
Day and Night Three Consecu- 
tive Days of the Month. 


June this year has been the dryest 
in the history of the St. Louls Weather 
Bureau, which has been keeping an 
official record of rainfall for 43 years 

Since May 26 last the total rainfall 
in St. Louls has been only 23 one- 


hundredths of an inch and in June, 
thus far, the rainfall has been only 8 
one-hundredths of an inch. The aver- 
age St. Louis rainfall in June for 43 
years has been 6.37 inches. 

May was more than twice as wet as 
June, and yet it did not come near the 
month’s average. On May 4 and 8 
there was a fall of one-half inch. The 
rain of May 28, which looked like a 
cloud-burst to thousands assembled 
to witness the Friday night perfor- 
mances of the St. Louis Pageant and 


nch. 

There was a fall of three-hundredths 

cf an inch May D, making the month’s 

total 62-hundredths of an inch. 
Temperature Reaches 101, 

April played its part in causing the 
spring and early summer of 1914 t 
break all records for dryness. The 
réinfall in that month was one inch and 
92-hundredtbs, as against a 43-year April 
average of 3.88 inches. Since March 31 
the total rainfall in St. Louis has been 
only 2.62 inches. This is nearly 12 inches 
helow the normal average for the three 
months. 

June so far. also has come within one 
degree of producing the highest St. Louis 
temperature ever recorded in the month 
At 2:45 p. m. Friday the official Weath- 
er Bureau thermometer registered 101 
degrees. 

Another Unusual Record, 

The hottest June day in the history 
of the Weather Bureau was June 2%, 
1901, when the temperature reached 102 
degrees. In the last 43 years only four 
Junes have been as hot as the present 
one. Last year’s highest June temper- 
ature was 99 degrees, on the 20th, and 
last year’s hottest day was July .18, with 
& maximum temperature ff 102. 

Another record established by the 
present month was a period of three 
consecutive days in which the temper- 
ature never fell below 8% degrees at anv 
hour of the day or night. These days 
were Wednesday, Thursday and Friday 
of the week just closed. 

Unusual Conditions Produced. 

St. Louis’ longest early summer hot 
spell also has produced (ther unusua! 
conditions. On June 20 early risers were 
eomfortabiy cool in a 6 & m. tempera- 
ture of 58 degrees. When they started 
fcr their homes at 6 a. m. they were 
sweltering in a temperature of 91 de- 
There Lave been days when it 
was only moderately warm until sun- 
down and then uncomfortably hot 
through the night, with temperatures 
above the 80 degree mark at 3 a. m. 

The 6 a. m. temperature on June 18 
was 68 degrees and at 8 p. m. the offi- 
cial thermometer registered & degrees. 
The next day started with a 6 a. m 
temperature of 70 degrees At 1 p. m 
it was 95 degrees, and thea there was a 
sudden drop which carried the tempera- 
ture down to 74 degrees at 8 p. m. 

Causes of the Drouth. 

Montrose W. Hayes, the St. Louts 
weather forecaster, last night told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that three 
causes could be assigned for the ab- 
normally dry and#hot spring and sum- 
mer here. One of these is an unusually 
extensive area of high barometer pres- 
sure in the Southern States. The 
downward pressure of the upper air 
has caused the heat in the lower strata 
to» spread northward and over a large 
area, just as pie crust dougb on the 
kitchen table spreads farther as more 
pressure is applied to the rolling pin. 

Another reason, he said, is that there 
is an almost total lack of the usual 
low pressure areas in the Southwest, 
which are always relied on to cause 
summer rains in St. Louls. The air in 
the southwest at this season is usually 
under light pressure and rain clouds 
from the gulf easily pass through it. 

This year the air of the southwest, 
under high pressure, is like a wall 
about the Mississippi Valley and the 
rain clouds “cannot penetrate it. 

A third reason for the drouth, Hayes 
said, is that low pressure areas mov- 
ing toward the Mississippi Valley from 
Montana, the Dakotas and Nebraska 
have similarly found it impossible to 
break through the high pressure barrier 
here and have been diverted to the 
northeast and the lake region. 


Committee, which as an organization

and, consequently, he ordered the im- 
mediate discharge of Angeles from the 
position he held. 

“Attempts have been made to patcn 
up the break and to induce Villa to 
recede from his attitude. Nothing nas 
been obtained until Villa realized that 
most of the revolutionary leaders had | 
assured their loyalty to Carranza and 
that the real purpose of Angeles was to 
use him as a tool for his ambition to 
become provisional President of Mex- 
ico. Then Angeles’ purpose became 
vain. 


Discussion Postponed. 
“In view of this revelation, Villa has 
decidedly agreed to postpone the dis- 
cussion of his grievances until the revo- 
lution has triumphed. Carranza has 
also considered fhat the campaign 
against Huerta must be the chief pur- 
pose and that it would be impolitic tv 
spend time in. an attempt to subdue 
Villa. The attitude of Villa fostered on 
the inside by Angeles, has been encour- 
aged on the outside by certain foreign 
elements who had time to impress upon 
the American people and government 
that Villa is the chief factor in the 
Constitutionalist revolution. 
“The principal foreign element doing 
this work in favor of Villa are two in- 
timate friends of Mr. Lazaro de la 
Garza, financial agent of Villa. One of 
them is a fellow of many doubtful con- 
nections in the United States and he 
Claims to have in Washington people to 
help him in official circles. The other 
cne is an American who has posed dur- 
ing several months as a confidential 
agent of the State Department for the 
revolution, but who as a matter of fact 
has only been a political attache and ad- 
visor of Villa in international matters. 
The attitude of this man, who is an in- 
timate friend of De la Garza, has led 
Villa and Angeles to believe that they 
could count upon the sympathy and the 
support of the Washington Government, 
which to a great extent contributed to 
encouraging the insubordination that ex- 
isted in the interior. 
Carranza is the first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army, according to the 
plan of Guadalupe, which is the law un- 
der which the revolution is carried on 
This leadership was given to Carranza 
by all the military leaders who sup- 
ported the revolution and By all the sud 
servient followers who have ratified this 
leadership when they formed the revolu- 
tionary movement. This leadership can 
not be taken from Mr. Carransa unless 
by agreement of the majority of the 
military leaders. 
“The military forces composing the 
Constitutionalist army are not Villa’s 
forces, as is sometimes understood, 
and one wonders how much of the army 
is outside of Villa’s forces. 
The leaders acting under Villa and 
who are supposed to back him are the 
following: Bugenic Augirre Banavides, 
Tomas Urbina, Jose Rodriguez, Manuel 
Garcia, Severiano Ceniceros, Orestes 
Pereyra, Martiniana Servin and Mateb 
Almanza. 

he number of soldiers composing 
Villa’s troops is about 123,000. Outside of 
Villa's division, Gen. Angeles has his 
own body of troops, composed of 1500 
Federal soldiers and officials who have 
surrendered or deserted to the Constitu- 
tionalists and who are bound to in- 
crease in number as Angeles advances. 

The forces which are outside of ViI- 
la’s and Angeles’ divisions and who have 
expreasly manifested their adherence to 
Carranza are:

Cesaro Castro, Francisco Coss, Envesto 
Santos Coy, Jesus Davilla Sanches, An- 
dres Saucedoa, Eualio, Gutierrez, Luis 
Gutierrez, Garrea Torres, Luis Caballeo 
and Jesus Carranza. 

“These leaders together 
than 20,000 men. 

In the center of the country there 
is Eanfilo Natera, Triana, Garrillo and 
some others composing an army of 
nearly 10,000 soldiers.

Mr. Breceda gnd Mr. Cabrera after 
the publication of this statement said 
they had received no instructions from 
Gen. Carranza to accept the invitation 
to confer informally with the delegates 
at the peace conference regarding the 
internal affairs of Mexico. Both, how- 
ever, intimated there was a probability 
of such a conference and that it might 
occur next week. 


Await Liberal Leader. 
They were awaiting the belated ar- 


rival in Washington of Fernando Igle- 
sias Calderon, leader of the Mexican Lib- 
eral party and a friend of Gen. Car- 
ranza, who is expected tomorrow. 

During the day Mr. Zubaran, chief of 
the Constitutionalist agents here, was in 
communication with Gen. Carranza at 
Monterey. Several messages were re- 
ceived from Carranza, the last one ask- 
ing for some further information with 
reference to the proposed informal con- 
ference. 

in view of these messages, John R. 
Silliman, the American Vice-Consul at 
Saltillo, was called into conference by 
the Carranza agents here and it was in- 
timated that Mr. Silliman might go back 
to Saltillo to confer with Carranza. Sil. 
liman saw Mr. Breceda late in the day, 
but would not discuss his mission. He 
said, however, he had known Breceda 
at Saltillo when Gen. Carranza was 
Governor of the State. 

One of the Constitutionalist represent- 
atives tonight said he believed the pro- 
posed informal conference between their 
agents and those of Gen. Huerta and 
the United States regarding provisional 
government plans, would begin next 
week. He also said that Buffalo would 
be the scene of the conference. Ad- 
ministration officials also expressed 
confidence that the informal conference 
would be held.

mbargo Preverts Real Knowl- 
aah of Villa’s Movements. 
HL PASO, Tex., June 27.—A news em- 


bargo was established today. While 
predictions were made that Gen. Villa 
had started his troops toward Aguas 
Calientes, the next probable point of 
attack, this was not verified in any 
particular by official or press dis- 
patches. A private telegram from Villa 
was received from Zacatecas under date 
of today. 

Adrian Aguirre Benavides, a member 
of the House of Deputies under the Ma- 
dero administration, today was refused 
permission by Gen. Carranza to visit 
Tampico to engage in some business 
connected with oil concessions on the 
east coast. The incident occasioned 
much speculation here. Benavides was 
one of Villa’s advisers during the time 
William S. Benton and Gustav Bauch 
met their deaths at Juarez, causing dip- 
lomatic representations to Carranza 
from England and the United States. 
He since has held court positions under 
Villa at Juarez.

NACO, Ariz., June 27.—The recent cap 
ture of the village of Santiago de Es 
quinlas in the territory of Tepic, by a 
regiment of Constitutionalist troops, re- 
sulted in the hanging of 50 Federal sol- 
diers and sympathizers, according to re- 

ports which reached Naco today.’ 
The executions were said to have been 
a whim of the Colonel in command, 
quoted as having said the trees in the 
plaza looked too bare.“ 

The executions were stopped finally 
through the intercession of a priest. 


Mexico to Permit Silliman to Return 
to His Post. 

MEXICO CITY, June 27.—The Mexican 
Government today gave permission for 
John R. Silliman, vice-consul at Sal- 
tillo, to return to his post. This was 
in response to a request made by the 
Brazilian minister at the instance of the 
State Department at Washington. 

When Silliman left Mexico, the 
Brazilian minister promised that he 
would not return without permission of 
the Mexican Government. Last April 
he was arrested at Saltillo, held several 
weeks and finally was permitted to re- 
turn to the United States. It is ex- 
pected that he will now proceed to 
Saltillo by way of Laredo and Mor 
terey.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—Unless the 
Massachusetts Legislature gives its 
speedy approval of a changed plan under 
which the New Haven Railroad may 
dispose of the Boston & Maine, the fil- 
ing of a suit by the Federal Govern- 
ment to separate the two lines seems im- 
minent.

Our Own John Thomas, in 
New York, Says 37 Men 
Overpowered Him. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Press agents 
who are willing to stand a “pinch” in 
the interest of their beloved publicity 
may not be as common as trolley cars, 
but they are some frequent, neverthe- 
less. But the press agent who goes out 
of the Way and tries to set the scene so 
his arrest is inevitable are not so nu- 
merous. It remained for John Thomas 
Brady, who has been mentioned once or 
twice in the public prints of St. Louis, 
to say nothing of casual police reports, 
to strive desperately and to keep on 
striving until he had succeeded, to get 
arrested » the hope of gaining the pub- 
licity, which is so dear to the heart of 
the P. A. and so essential to the perti- 
nacity with which he holds onto his job.

Former Senator Paynter Owed 
Bank $29,150 When Illinois

CHICAGO, June 27.—Disappearance 
from the office of James J. Brady, 
State Auditor, of documentary evi- 


dence bearing on the failure of the 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings 
Bank was reported today. 

One of the documents missing 1s 
the report of J. H. Rife, a State 
bank examiner, who made the first 
report that the bank was in a shaky 
condition. Thig report he submitted 


the State Auditor’s office. The late 
James S. McCullough was then State 
Auditor. Rife resigned to become 
secretary of the La Salle Trust and 
Savings Bank and vice-president of 
the Broadway Street Bank, another 
of the Lorimer-Munday string. 
Bacchus became a vice-president of 
the La Salle street bank. 

Maclay Hoyne, State’s Attorney, 
and James Wilkerson, United States 
District Attorney, both are anxious 
to get the missing papers for use be- 
fcre grand juries. 

Loan to Brady Alleged. 
Recent information given Hoyhe 
in connection with a suit against 
Brady was to the effect that the La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings Bank 
contributed $2500 to Brady’s cam- 
paign fund and he is said to have ob- 
tained a $5000 loan from the bank 
later. 

After the bank had been closed by 
George V. Harkins, a State bank ex- 
aminer, a demand was made on 
Brady for Harkin's report by Hoyne. 
Btady refused, it ig alleged, but the 
information was obtained by the ap- 
pearance of Harkin before the grand 
jury. 

A detailed statement of the trans-

‘HEALTH AT ATLANTIC CITY 


American Medical Association 
Strives to Teach Public 
How te Prolong Life. 
ATLANTIC CITY N. J., June 27.—To 
educate the public regarding medica: 
matters in order to prolong life, the 
whole administrative power of the 
American Medical Association will be 
brought to bear during the coming year. 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, the newly elect- 
ed president of the association, made 
this statement at the close of the con- 

gress. 

For the first time 400 practitioners 
assembled and discussed matters of pub- 
lic importance, child labor laws, legisia- 
tion regarding health, social service and 
topics paving direct bearing upon the 
general welfare as well as the physical 


welfare of the nation.

Work. of Developing Tract 
Represents Expenditure of 
Many Thousands of Dollars. 


The latest issue of “Service,” the 
monthly magazine printed by the Mis- 
sissippi! Valley Trust Co., contains an 
interesting article on the transforma- 
tion of a farming tract into a city resi- 


dence district, now in progress under 
the eyes of St. Louisans.

“It has been said that the universe 
can be mirrored in a drop of water. 
So, many of-our readers will be inter- 
ested at this time in a miniature city, 
a city in the making. At our western 
limits there is growing before our eyes 
and under our fingers another city unit 
—not haphazard nor by. slow accretion, 
but with definite purpose, plentiful re- 
sources and all the cunning tools and 
implements of modern industrial life. . lt 
embodies and mirrors all that we have 
learned in that hundred and fifty years 
of city building. 

Transformed in One Year. 

“Something over a year ago, at the 
western end of Parkview, one of the 
finest residence parks in the country, 
there lay an uncouth cornfield. Built up 
solidly to its eastern line were the fine 
homes of this private park. On the hills 
adjoining it to the south were the mag- 
nificent buildings of Washington Univer- 
sity and its wonderful campus, a per- 
petual park.

SKYSCRAPERS TAKE REALTY. 
MEN FROM GROUND FLOORS 


Agents Say Rentals in Big Buildings Are 
Cheaper, More Conveniences Are Offered and 
Offices Are More en From Disturbers. 


Space in the big office buildings in 
downtown St. Louis is being absorbed 
more or less by realty aud financial 


agencies that formerly adhered to 
ground floor quarters on Chestnut be- 
tween Sixth and Twelfth streets, and 


or the lateral streets between Olive and 
Market streets. 


This is due to the fact that the office 
buildings offer more modern accommo- 
dations and a greater degree of per- 
manency, as well as to the fact that 
the rentals of the interior are by far 
less than those of the ground floor 
quarters. As a result skyscraper earn- 
ings have been materially increased. 

Turning to Big Buildings. 

Within the last two years the Wain 
wright and the Title Guaranty Trust 
buildings, at the southwest and the 
northwest corners of Chestnut and 
Eighth streets; the Liggett Bullding, at 
the southeast corner of Eighth and 
Chestnut streets; the Fullerton Bufld- 
ing, at the southeast corner of Seventn 
and Pine streets, and the Navarre 
Building, at the southwest corner 0 
Sixth and Chestnut streets, have 
claimed many of the leading agencies. 
The Chemical, Central National Bank, 
the Syndicate Trust, the Commercial 
Building and the Railway Exchange

Louls realty citcles are realized from 
the ground floor offices of the Title 
Guaranty Trust, the Wainwright, the 
Liggett and the Fullerton Buildings, 
which offer light and heat day and night 
as needed. : 

Plaus Do Not Attract, 

Some joker has been trying to inter- 
est realty circles in plans for the erec- 
ion on Twelfth and Chestnut ‘streets 
of a building adapted exclusively for 
agencies. The project, however, was not 
given serious consideration. 

Prominent members of the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange from time to 
time have also advanced ideas for a 
home building for the fraternity.

FIRM, THE LOWER: 
GRADES CHEAPER 


Heavy Run Due to os: te Lack of Pas- 
ture Does Not Shake the 
High Quality Stock. 


Receipts National Stock Yards. 


Horses and mules..... 


The past week’s supply of cattle was 


by far the most generous of the year. 
While a great deal of the increase Was 
due to liberal runs in the quarantine 
division, native supplies were generous. 
The week’ s run carried a large propor- 
tion of cattle that were forced in by 
continued drouth, what little benefit the 
rains of two weeks ago did, having been 
lost for lack of it for the past fort 
night. A good part of the steer supply 
was medium and half-fat stuff that had 
signs of premature marketing on them, 
aithough there. were quite a few loacs 
of good quality on sale. Best beeves 
were in demand all week, and sold fully 
sieady to strong. Medium grades, hew- 
ever, were 15@25c lower, and in somo 
cases common kinds were off 350 
Some 1600 —— steers topped for the 
week at $9.25 

Buyers held the advantage in the 
trade in butcher classes ali week, due 
to the fact that there were more avall- 
able than the needs of the trade re- 
quired. Strictly prime corn fed heif- 
ers were in good demand, and sold 
strong throughout the week, several 
bunches of them going in a range of 
$3.75@9.25. On medium to good heifers 
however, it was largely a 25@35c lewer 
deal, and common grass heifers declined 
35@50c. Toward the end of the week it 
was difficult to move heifers at any 
kind of prices. 


Cow Market Demoralized. 


Cows broke early in the week, and 
late the market bordefed on demoraliza- 
tion. This was attributable to an ex- 
cessive supply, particularly of cows thai 
Late in the week kill- 
ers absolutely refused to look at cows, 
ond about the only outlet was to ‘specu- 
lators, who bought them and shipped 
them to other points. The cow market 
was not infrequently 0@/5c lower. 

Vealers also declined 75001 last week, 
late top being $9.50. 

Stockers and feeders found a narrow 
demand, and supply was oversized, con- 
sequently prices declined about 15@25c. 

Receipts in the -quarantine division 
were the heaviest of the year, and 
mest of the showing was from Texas. 
While the bulk of the offering was 
grass steers there were also a few loads 
of fed steers available. 

There was a good demand from the 
order buying element throughout the 
week, and competition between them and 
the packers was good. However, the 
supply being liberal, buyers were bear- 
ish, and strictly good grassers and fed 
steers declined about 15c, while all oth- 
er classes showed a quarter loss. Fed 
steers sold at $7.90@8.40, latter being top 
Bulk of the grassers went at $6.90@7.90 
Trade in eattle from Southeastern terri- 
tory was largely 10@l5c lower for the 
week. 

Hogs in Narrow Range. 

With just a moderate supply of hogs 
on sale, the market ald not show any 
great changes during last week. It was 
up and down, but atthat the range of 
prices was narrow, and but little different 
from the week previous, but on a slight- 
ly higher basis on all kinds. It was a 
quiet trade most of the week. Shippers 
and city butchers were much the best 
buyers most days. 

The top ranged between 8. 3568.55 all 
week, which shows a range of but 20c. 
The bulk of the hogs went at 38. 20068. 0. 
Packers were slow to take hold of the 
hogs on advancing markets, but ready 
buyers at any time there was a break. 
and they were willing to purchase most 
any kind of hogs. Rough packers sold 
at $7.85@8.10, and fair to good packer? 
$3 15@8. 40, 

Lights and pugs that had plenty of 
quality were easy enough to sell at good 
prices, but the poorer grades were hard 
to move at any figures.

Traders All Looking Forward 
to Acreage and Condition 
Reports. 


The cotton plant is the center ot all 
interest in the cotton market. tvery- 


where data that may have a bearing on 
the developing crop is carefully scanned 
and applied to the total estimate that 
each trader is anxious to form in his 
mind as soon as possible. Because of 
the varied assortment of weather, cot- 
ton seed and labor situations this year, 
greater attention is given to the Federal 
reports than previously and becaus 
the variety, some of those who in 
revious gen sought personal reports, 
ave given them — and await the of- 
ficial report for what cannot be r 

8 — the daily weather maps and bul- 
etins. 

The weekly bulletin for the week end- 
ing June 22 says: In the cotton region 
the weather of the week was, on the 
whole, the most favorable of the sea- 
son to date. Good rains occurred over 
most of the central and eastern por 
tions of the belt and the plant made ex- 
cellent growth, Over the western por- 
tions of the belt warmth, with occa- 
sional showers, permitted of rapid 
growth and the outlook has greatly im- 
proved. Boll weevil are reported as 
numerous in Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama.”’ 

In the detail of states, according to 
the report, there is little complaint on 
the score of weather, except possibly a 
small area in Western Tennessee. Nat- 
urally the crop is spotted on account of 
the late start ahd the great amount of 
replanting necessary and, in some lo- 
calities, cotton is blooming close to cot- 
ton that is not six inches high. This 
irregularity’ is particularly striking in 
Texas and the Government report of 
ucreage will be interesting. 


Acreage Abandonment Scattered. 


The acreage report is difficult to fore- 
cast. Abandonment has been extensive 
and scattered to an extent that is un- 
usua' and it is not unlikely that there 
will be further abandonment should the 
weather take an unfavorable turn. 

By the other hand, a telegram from 

private source in Alabama tells of 
Abids where oats have been harvested 
being. planted in cotton. It is hard to 
place credence in such a report at 80 
late a date and mention is made onty to 
note the difficulty of a forecast of the 
coming report. 

It seems a certainty that it will 
show a reduction in acreagé from 
last season. 

Nor is the condition report easy to 
forecast. With a condition of 74.3 of 
normal, May 25 (compared with an 
average condition for 10 years on the 
same date of 80.4), followed by 
days of unfavorable weather and then 
by three weeks of almost perfect 
weather, we havo the condition on 
June 25. In other words, two-thirds 
of the intervening months have been 
very favorable to the growth of cot- 
ton, but, unfortunately, the two- 
thirds lost much of effectiveness be- 
cause of the lateness of the crop. 
Such weather three weeks earlier 
would have accomplished wonders. 


Europe Reports Trade Dull, 


The most gloomy accounts of Euro- 
pean trade conditions have been given 
out by the president of the Interna- 
tional Federation of Master Spinners, 
claiming a loss in every transaction 
made by spinners on account of un- 
satisfactory prices of cotton and of 
varn, and advocating a curtailment of 
production of yarns until such time 
as price of cotton should reach lower 
and more profitable levels to the 
spinner, 

From this side of the water it is 
difficult to gainsay such statements. 
Domestic spinners are complaining 
too, but their complaint is — 
by the fact that their stocks are not 
large, either of raw or finished ma- 
terial, and their hope lies in the fact 
that a deadlock of prices, such as 
they claim to have suffered from, 
cannot last long. The prices of spot 
cotton and of future contracts have 
declined and spinners see ahead of 
them a better demand that must fol- 
low the 8 exhaustion of stocks. 
The clot market is dull, 
game condition in the 
stocks rules here as it does in the 
yarn market. 

Sales of spot cotton have been rath- 


hard to mouth and a good deal of 
work is necessary to move each lot 
sold. Stocks are not large and not 
regular in grade.

The declin 
by ideal harvest conditions in winter 
wheat territory and reports that the 
yields of new wheat are running even 
heaviér n was estimated by the trade. 

From the standpoint of winter wheat 
there seems nothing on which to buy 
futures other than the recent decline ot 
14 cents a bushel, which should discount 
to a large extent the record breaking 
crop, as prices in some markets have 
been lowered close to 70 cents a bushel, 
at which price there ig very little profit 
in raising wheat for the farmer. 

When speculative conditions lower val- 
ues Close to the point of actual cost of 
production, it usually follows that the 
depressed commodity is cheap. This was 
forcibly illustrated in 1906-07, when cot- 
ton, during the panic, was lowered to 
§.20c a pound, or practically production 
price, and the same year rose close to 

a pound, on one of the biggest bull 
markets seen in history. 


Spring Wheat Net Made.

There is a big short inter- 
est outstanding in the market at pres- 
ent, however, and should the weather 
continue favorable to rust development 
a minor scare might easily be engi- 
neered, if for speculative purposes alone. 

Corn futures reflected buying in the 
late week, after meeting selling pressurs 
influenced by the break in wheat. A 
dry weather map caused a scramble of 
shorts to cover, however, as the week 
ended and prices regained over le on 
the day. 

It seems a little early to talk drouth 
damage on corn, for though tempera- 
tures have been excessively high over 
the growing belt, the crop has had am- 

le moisture, with the exception of St. 

ouls territory and sections of Tlinols. 

Good rains would change the specu- 
lative temper of the market very. quick- 
ly, and no doubt mean very much lower 

prices on corn, as the coarse grain is 
— high, compared with wheat, 
and the cheapness of the latter will per- 
mit much feeding of it In place of corn 
and oats. 

Foreign markets are bearish on the 
coarse grain on this account, and on 
fear that the Argentine bugaboo will be 
revived to depress American corn mar- 
kets, if prices are held at abnormal 
price levels.

New Breed Deserves Full’ Meas- 
ure of Its Rapidly-Gained 
Popularity. 


“The Leghorns ot the duck family” 
is the title commonly applied to the In 
dian runners on account of their re- 
markable laying qualities. Almost un- 
known in this part of the country 10 to 
15 years ago, they have come into prom- 
inence more rapidly than any other 
breed or class of poultry. They will 
probably outlay anything in the peultrv 
line, 200 eggs a year being a common 
record. The recent record made by 
“Dearie,” the wonderful fawn and white 
duck, puts her at the head: of the list 
as a layer in the poultry world. The 
best hen's record is 302 eggs in one year, 
credited to a bird belonging. to the Ore- 
gon Experiment Station, 

The origin of the Indian runner duck 
is in doubt, but the fact that they ver.’ 
much resemble the Penguin duck in 
general habits and appearance has led 
many breeders to believe that the bree! 
sprang from a cross between th. Pen- 
guin and Pekin ducks. The name In- 
dian“ is sald to have been given them 
because of the fact that the first in- 
dividuals to arrive in this country wer? 
brought from India by a sea captain. 
Their great activity and habit of ‘moy- 
Ling about rapidly are responsible for 
the added term of runner.“ The word 
“Indian” is to be dropped from the 
Standard. 

Immune From Diseases. 

Aside from their ability as layers, the 
runner ducks are noted for their hardi- 
ness and the ease with which they may 
be kept. They are immune to the dis- 
eases and vermin to which chickens are 
subject, a fact which ought to appeal 
to every poultry raiser who has bat- 
tled with cholera, roup, canker, frosted 
combs, mites and lice. A form of 
rheumatism is practically the only dis- 
ease which seriously affects them. 

A low shed: dry inside and closed on 
the north, west and east sides, will 
furnish ample housing in winter. On 
stormy days and nights a curtain 
should be dropped to cover the front 
opening. During toe summer season 
their housing needs are very simple, in 
fact all they need is a dry place to 
sleep. A _ two-foot fence will confine 
them. They will stand more exposure, 
especially wet and cold weather, than 
will chickens. 

While noted primarily as egg pro- 
du ers, they also have considerable 
merit as a table fowl. They make good 
fries and roasters and can be fat- 
tened with good results. Their feath- 
ers, also, have considerable value but 
very few. duck raisers pluck their birds 
since it weakens them just that much 
as egg or meat producers. 

Hatch Eggs Under Hens. 

Runner ducks rarely Want to sit. 
In case they do become broody they 
are easily broken by destroying their 
nests. Eggs should be hatched and 
the duckliiffgs raised by hens. The 
hatehing period of duck eggs is 28 
days. Be sure the eggs you set are 
from ‘strong, healthy, wigorous breed- 
ers, that were rightly mated and 
bred’ to lay. :

Too Much Salt Often 
Is Harmful to Flock 


Some Poultirymen Raise Birds 
Very Successfully Without 
Partiele of Salt. 

A little salt in the feed for the flock Is 


beneficial, but it is very easy to give 
them too much. “Whether it really pays 
to go to the trouble of providing salt for 
chickene is, still a debated subject among 
poultry men. Thousands of flocks neve! 
receive a grain‘ of salt from the hands 


of their herd. “What little they do get 
is picked up with their food while on 
the’ range, and that is an almost in 
finitesimal quantity. And stin they 
seemingly do as well as any other birds 

Where birds have access to large 
quantities of salt, when in combination 
with some food substance that will at- 
tract them, they will get too much ans, 
fatalities result. This frequently hap- 
pens when old meat pickle, fish brine. 
etc., are dumped out where the birds 
can get to them. Then there are suddeu 
deaths, the symptoms being unfamilia: 
and great ‘anxiety is the result, 

It is. one of the little things that mak 
for success in poultry raising to con 
sider well the effect upon the flock or 
everything that is discarded from kitch- 
en or cellar where the birds will have 
access to it. It in doubt about it, better 
Sury it or otherwise dispose of it where 
it will be out of their reach.

It Will Set Itself Mechanical Pitcher Trains

markably simple method of 
making a watch that is too slow 
5 or too fast set itself. The usual method 
is to turn the hands backward or for- 
ward or to stop the balance wheel with 
a toothpick. 
If a watch be removed from its chain 
* and hung by its bow on a hook or nail 
so that it swings free it will be found to 
oscillate back and forth like a pendulum. 
This motion is caused by the motion of 
the parts of the escapement. The swing- 
ing either accelerates or slows down the 
running of the watch. Its exact effcct - 
varies with individual watches, depend- 
ing upon the weight and size of the case. 
Whether it makes the watch gain or lese, 
and how much, can be found by experi- 
ment, say by hanging the watch up for 
10 hours and check- 
ing it by the wire- 
less signals that are 
sent out at noon and 
10 p. m. by the Gov- 
ernment station at 
Radio, Va., and can 
be caught by any 
but the crudest wire- 
less receivers. 

The average watch 
gains about two sec- 
onds an hour when 
hanging free. Some, 
however, lose.

How was this vision transferred 
mind to the public screen? Therein lies

The drama, dealing with the death struggle between 
Rome and Carthage, is as real as realism can make it. 
Paradoxically, it is sometimes more so. To obtain 
the scenes on the slope of Mount Etna, for instance, the 
mountain itself was visited and hundreds of feet of 
film were used. They do not appear in the complete 
picture. A picture of a miniature volcano enlarged, 
with films of running people superimposed upon it, 
proved modre “realistic” than anything Mount Etna 
could bring forth. 

On the other hand the desert scenes were staged in the 
deserts of Algeria, and the gorgeous mountain panorama 
showing Hannibal crossing 
the Alps was actually made 
in Switzerland. The tak- 
ing of several hundred 
men dressed in the garb 
of Carthagenian soldiers 
going through mountain 
passes 6000 feet above sea 
level was a piece of realism 
which turned out to be 
more realistic than intend- 
ed. History says that 
thousands of Hannibal's 
soldiers perished from ex- 
posure; no less than 48 

embers of this moving 

cture army were in- 
capacitated during that 
strenuous rehearsal. 

The burning of the Ro- 
man fleet was taken on a 
lake about twenty-five 
miles from Turin, Italy. 

The film showine the 
sixty-five foot jump of 
Fulvius Axilla from the 
cliffs into the sea, to es- 
cape the high priests of 
Moloch, was taken at 
Leghorn. The one showing 
the meeting of the child 
Cabiria with Axilla, and 
his giant slave, Maciste. 

Was taken at the foot of 
the old fortifications at 
V'vita Vecchia, on the 


_ coast of the Mediterranean. 
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Most of the other scenes 
were taken in the studio 
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Itala Film Co. just outside Turin. Here the grea’ 
Temple of Moloch was constructed. It was built of 
stucco, painted for realistic effect, and was 120 feet 
high. The “temple,” however, had no interior, all the 
interior scenes being made in the studio as it was 
found that artificial light was necessary to obtain the 
effects desired. 

To say that a scene was made in the studio does not 
mean that it was skimped or slighted. Many of these 
interior scenes were constructed of real marble when 
it was found that imitation marble woula not show up 
properly in the film. 

The burning of the Roman fleet was a piece of trick 
photography. One full-sized trireme was built. The 
other ships were built in 
miniature and the film en- 
larged and superimposed 
upon the film showing the 
large trireme. The compo- 
sition is so perfect that 
only an experienced moving 
picture maker would sus- 
pect how it was done. The 
burning of the camp of 
Symhax was produced in 
the same manner. 

The training of the seven 
hundred performers was a 
task which few generals of 
stage craft would care to 
undertake. Months of re- 
hearsals were necessary be- 
fore the attack upon the 
walls of Citra could be 
filmed. Despite the use of 
nets to catch the attacking 
soldiers who fell from the 
walls, nearly a score were 
badly injured in their ef- 
forts to produce a realistic 
film. The attack upon the 
walls of Carthage, a min- 
ute’s scene in the show, 
was another labor of months. 
The performers who formed 
the human pyramid by 
which Xilla scaled the walls 
had to undergo a special 
course of physical training 
for the stunt. So skillfully 
were these scenes rehearsed 
that the seven hundred give 
the appearance of three or 
four times their number. The picking and development 
of individual parts was no less unusual. For five months 
agents af the film company searched in vain for a giant 
who could play the role of Maciste. Then, quite by ac- 
cident, d’Annunzio discovered Pagani working on the 
docks at Genoa. Physically he was all that could be 
desired. He had never been on the stage, but that did 
not discourage d’Annunzio, who literally made an actor 
out of him. Many of the scenes in which he appeared 
required more than sixty rehearsals. So complete was 
the training that Pagani’s “methods” have now won 
praise from players wherever Cabiria has been shown. 
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In the Palace of Hasdrubal. 


So perfect was his make-up that he is universally sup- 
posed to be a negro. 

The solution of the wig problem for Cabiria is char- 
acteristic ef the rest of the production. D’Annunzio 
and the directors felt that no wigs in existence would 
be satisfactory for the High Priests of Moloch and for 
Hannibal and Archimedes. They engaged these players 
eight months before the film was made so that they 
might grow hair as per directions. 

Ernesto Gemelli, “Archimedes,” is seventy years old 
and recognized as one of the leading character actors of 
Italy. Several of the women players in Cabiria are in 
the front rank of the profession, notably Signora Italia 
Manzini, who played Sophonisbo, Hasdrubal's daughter. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio not only wrote the scenario for 
this wonder film but directed the making of the cos- 


tumes and settings, re- 
hearsed a majority of the 
scenes and actually super- 
vised their filming. What 
may seem more extraordi- 
nary still, he managed to 
keep the whole production 
a complete secret. 


The actors themselves 
did not know what they 
were acting. Lines which 
had no bearing on the 
struggle be*ween Rome and 
Carthage were put into 
their mouths. No rival com- 
Dany, it was assured, would 
be given a chance to put 


out a cheap imitation of 
Cabiria. 


With all this preparation 
the film would not have 
been possible except for a 
newly invented device 
which produces astounding 
stereoscopic effects. By this 
it is possible to swing the 
camera in every direction 
without . ruining the per- 
spective of the pictures.

* call ourselves 10-cent actors the 
big class of us to whom the moving- 
picture theaters, with their inter- 
ludes of vaudeville, have opened ap 
a new profession, as singers, mon- 
ologists, magicians and what-not. 
We are on “small time,” as the 

ae „movie“ circuits are called, but many of us have am- 

5 bitions to achieve “big time,” as the circuits of the 
large vaudeville theaters are known. 

When 1° was little more than a child, m mother 

Fitted up a theater for me in the attic, 

with footlights, drop curtains and wings. 

Here my playmates and I délighted to 

attempt amateur theatricals. My mother 

is a pianist, and I think I inherited 
something of the cleverness of her hands. 

At any rate, I took to sleight-of-hand, 
or magic, like a duck to water, and by 

dally practice gained, by the time I was 

18 or 19, a proficiency which often caused 
Bx. * me to be summoned before guests in the 
house to mystify them with my feats. 
1 must also have had the “gift of gab,” 
for I developed a line of “chatter” which 
everybody said as pretty good. 

When moving pictures, using vaude 

ville acts between the films, began to 
spread all over the city, I. discovered 
that I could turn my skill to profit. I 
might have started in as an office boy or 
a clerk or a cub reporter and made from 
$3 to $12 a week, perhaps. But my first 
engagement as a magician brought me 
$35 a week, and now, after a year’s ex- 
perience, I often make from $75 to $90 
: a week. Not bad for a youth of 20, 
Bs which is now my age, you will say. 
Be But all of this salary is by no means 
clear profit. At the very entrance of 
the business I found it was honey- 
combed with graft, which extended from 
the booking office down to the lowest 
stage hand and to the bass drummer of 
the orchestra. 

The booking aegncies are supposed, 
according to the contracts we receive, to 
get 5 per cent of our weekly earnings 
in the theaters to which they assign us. 
Bat their commission is in fact nearly 
always 10 per cent and ‘sometimes 165. 
Some of the agents frankly tell us that 
in addition to the commission we pay 
to their firm, we must pay them in- 
dividually another 5 or 10 per cent. 
Others go about getting their rake-off 


more subtly. 

For instance, I was anxious, f 
tige; to show my act in one Be the biggest movie“ 
4 houses in the West End. I remarked to the agent who 
3 5 was “handling” me that I was afraid I would never 
= ‘get to show in that theater. He looked at me queerly, 
oe and then paid, in significant tones:

‘tee ly. A few days later I was assigned to the house in 
Age question, and paid the $10 wager. In this way the azent 
_ got bis $10 commission on the side, which was more 
than 10 per cent of my salary. Besides, I paid his firm 
the regular 5 per cent fee. 

One of the big movie“ houses in St. Louis is owned 
by a rich man who commits to a manager the business 
of hiring entertainers and fixing their salaries. I 
applied to him, showed him my “stuff,” and obtained 
an engagement of three afternoons and nights for $30. 
Thinking that it would help me get better prices in 
other houses, I asked him to make the contract read $45. 
or $15 a day instead of $10. He agreed readily. I found 
out afterwards by accident that he coolly pocketed the 
85 difference between what I really got and what the 
contract called for. 


Not long ago I was talking with a girl who was sing- 
ing in cabarets and “movie” houses. She inquifed of 
me anxiously whether I didn’t think, as she had been 
singing for a year, it was time for her to become a 
“professional.” She meant, I found by questioning her, 
that she wished to be put on a salary. It appeared that 
she had been singing for a year without getting a cent, 
the booking agent assuring her that she was still an 
amateur“ getting invaluable experience, while he kept 
for himself every penny of the fees paid to him by the 
theaters for providing her services. This is one of the 
reasons why booking agents have automobiles.

The usual arrangement is that the vis- 
iting company shall receiye a certain 
percentage of the receipts. One such 
manager was astonished to discover the 
discrepancy between the number who 
obviously were present and the number 
of tickets reported; sold. So he took his 
stand in the box office one night. 


After the first show, thé ticket taker 
remarked that he was going to get a 
bite to eat, and asked the ticket seller 
if he could bring him anything. “A 
sandwich with plenty of ham,” was the 
reply. Soon the ticket collector re- 
turned, bringing his companion a huge 
sandwich. The manager seized it, 
opened it, and discovered that the 
„plenty of ham” was about $25 worth 
of tickets, which the collector was re- 
turning to the ticket seller to be sold 
again. Of course, this was clear profit 
for the theater and clear loss for the 
manager and his company. 
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At another out-of-town theater, a visit- 

ing manager likewise became suspicious 
and went to the box office. He saw 

0 nothing out of the ordinary, but finally 
heard behind him a gentle tapping, 
on the wall what appeared to be one of the toilet boxes 
in publie places, from which one can get soap and a 
towel. 
As the ticket seller looked uneasy when the visitor 
cast his es upon the box, he opened it and found 
within a mass of gallery tickets.

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TUNING UP “THE HYDROAEROPLANE FOR'ITS TRIP WITH PHOTOGRAPHER JAMES fl. HARE 


VERA CRUZ PHOTOGRAPHED 
FROM AN AEROPLANE 
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OR the first time in history, war correspondents like Richard Harding Davis 
and James H. Hare, the famous reporter in pictures, are using the aeroplane 
at Vera Cruz to obtain their stories and photographs. 

The photographs on this page were taken by Mr. Hare from the cockpit of the 
new United States Navy hydroaeroplane, C-5, during a voyage above Vera Cruz 
and its harbor. They give an idea more vivid than words could accomplish of the 
Mexican city which is receiving for the first time under American rule an orderly 
and sanitary government, 7 

The pictures tell the story of the cruise. First we see the aeroplane bemg tuned 
up in preparation for the flight. Then come in panoramic succession bird’s-eye 
views of the city and its platted squares; the ships of the American fleet, looking 
like toy boats with which children play in the nursery, but in reality mighty engines 
of destruction; and the famous prison of San Juan d’Ulloa. Finally a group of
